Is Aideed an African-American hero?

When U.S. Marines first landed 
in Mogadishu last December, Ameri- 
cans applauded the effort to save the 
starving people in Somalia. Now that 
television pictures portray scenes of 
black boys and wogen dragging the 
body of a U.S. sofier through the 
streets of that African city, scores of 
American fighters dead, or being held 
hostage, domestic polls now reveal 
that the vast number of Americans 
want to bring home the forces of the 
world’s reigning military power im- 
mediately. 

‘On the other hand, based on the 
past history of the Western powers, 


the hi 
ing views about General Mohammed 
Farrah Aideed, some call him a new 
anti-establishment hero. 

In Somalia’s internal battles, 
American politicians and military ex- 
perts are looking for the fastest way 
out. Clinton told the nation, “It is not 
our job to rebuild Somalia.” 

Responding to the American Con- 
gress and critics’ pressure, President 
Clinton pledged in early October to get 
out of Somalia by the end of March 
1994. Members of the U.S. Congress, 
such as West Virginia Senator Robert 
Byrd, are considering dealing Clinton 
a fatal blow by voting to bring the 
troops back by December 31, 1993. 

Liberals, such as former President 
Jimmy Carter, are urging the adminis- 


tration and Congress to “carefully 
consider the course of action the 
United States should take in Soma- 
lia.”

After having been a major player 


in that country for years, Aideed’s 
forces control the capital city of 
Mogadishu, although there are other 
clan leaders in the country, the U.S. 
and UN diplomats downplayed his 
stature in the “political reconcilia- 
tion” process. The snag in the U.S. 
program for “humanitarian efforts” 
in this country was the underestima- 
tion of Aideed’s political power and 
heavy arnaments. 

Tt was Aideed’s forces that drove 
dictator Mohamed Siad Barre from 
power in 1991. aideed was Barre’s 
Army Chief of Staff and has had mili- 
tary training in Italy and the Soviet 
Union. Hehad beena major participant 
in internal talks when U.S. special 
envoy Robert Oakley was leading the 
mission to restore a government there.

The grass is greener if it's real 


The dangers of playing on imitation grass

Artificial grass was meant for 
patios, backyards, and department 
store Christmas displays, not for ath- 
letic playing surfaces, The recent in- 
juries in the National Football League 
apparently caused by artificial turf 
have raised concern among league 
officials and reinforced concern 
amongst the players. 

A few week ago, Giants wide 
receiver Mike Sherrard dislocated his 
hip, while playing on the Astroturf at 
Giants Stadium. Inreviewing the play, 
it was clearly evident that Sherrard 
hurt himself before he was wrestled 


down to the concrete like surface, he 
later developed a blood clot in the 
injured jointofhis hip. And similar to 
Bo Jackson’s injury in which he had 
a hip replaced, Sherrard’s season is 
finished and his career possibly in 
jeopardy. 

In an even uglier incident 
about a month ago, Chicago 
Bears’ wide receiver Wendell 
Davis ruptured both patella ten- 
dons in his knees, at Veterans 
Stadium in the game against the 
Eagles. In what has been de- 
scribed as a freak accident, Davis 
wasn’t even hit on the play. He 
too is lost for the season. 

Even in baseball, arelatively saf- 
ersportthan football, there have been 


turf related injuries in the past. The 
latest incident occurred in August 
when Montreal Expos’ outfielder” 
Moises Alou terminated the end of © 
his 1993 season while dashing on the 
carpet resulting in damage to his 
knee. 

These are just the obvious 
cases, the incidents in which play- | 
ers were virtually untouched. Who 
knows how many injuries are 
caused by landing ona much hard- © 
er turf surface as opposed to fall- 
ing on grass, especially in foot- 
ball? What about the general 
pounding the knees take from con- 
stant running on artificial turf? It 
isn’ta coincidence that most foot- 
ball teams almost always practice on

The turf is convenient for the 
owners for obvious maintenance and 
financial reasons, but enough is 
enough! Artificial playing sur- 
faces in both professional and 


"amateur sports must be abolished, 


its becoming too dangerous, and 
its not fair to the athletes when 
their playing careers are over and 
they can’t even play with their 


children or grandchildren; be- 


cause they walk with a cane. Par- 
ticularly in professional sports, 
where there is money to be spent, 
the amount of money that it would 
cost to maintain a grass field would 
be considered chump-change for 
owners who can afford to pay an 
athlete a few million bucks a year. 
And if they’re spending so much 
money on player salaries, would it 
not be wise to protect the investment 
of a player who has a guaranteed 
contract and gets paid regardless 
whether or not they play? 
Positively speaking, some ball 
parks have converted back to grass 
during the 80’s; Candlestick Park in 
San Francisco and Soldier Field in 
Chicago both have natural surfaces.
